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* NOTHING could have increaſed the agitation of 
my mind during theremainder of that day : Several times 
I was tempted to accuſe my kind keeper of inhdelity ; 
again I would reproach myſelf with injuſtice and in- 
gratitude In the midft of my reveries the door of my 
cell flew open, and the keeper beckoned me to fol- 
low him: J obeyed without ſpeaking a word—He led 
me to the outer gate, where ſtood the Friar. —He 
unlocked the gate and we ſallied forth precipitately.— 
We went through a narrow ſtreet which led to the open 
4 ountry. | | 


« After we had travelled about two miles, at a pret» 
ty round rate, he led us into a wood, and deſired us to 
wait his return in ſilence. We retired about a hun- 
dred yards into the wood and ſat down; the Friar be- 
gan to return thanks for ſo ſucceſsful a beginning, in 
- which I joined him, and, after ſome preparatory diſ- 
eourſe, he informed me that they deſigned to go to Le- 
on, where he had a brother ſuperior of a Monaſtery. 
He then very kindly inſtructed me how to conduct my-

raltar without danger or r difficulty. 


Our hero was, at gk period, as happy as he had 


ever been ; he enjoyed the higheſt felicity in the vivift- 


ing converſation of the charming Iſabella ; and agreea- 
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ble company of his fellow voyagers : Certain it is, 
that in this ſmall ſociety, compoſed as it was of per-

They had juſt loſt ſight of 
Majorca when a violent hurricane overtook them,whick 
threw the whole company into the utmoſt conſternation. 
The captain gave orders for furling the ſails with all 
the expedition poffible ; in the mean time, he was oblige 
ed to affiſt at the helm which the violence of the tem.

ſudden and tremendous ſquall deprived the * * hen 
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main-top-maſl, together with fix of her ableſt ſeamen,

This was a Creadful ſtroke, of which the captain was 
fully ſenſible ; however, he continued to give his orders 
with compoſure and firmneſs; and was obeyed by his 
men with intrepidity and alacrity. The ſtorm raged 
fixteen hours, without intermiſſion or abatement, and 
was ſucceeded by dark, cloudy weather, and a briſk 
gale of wind for ſeveral days. Every other perſon on 
board appeared more concerned for their perſonal ſafety 
than Mercutio, who had, by a long ſeries of misfor- 
tunes, diſappointments and dangers, become habituat- 
ed to them; he had acquired an uniformity of temper 


and a ſerenity of countenance on all occaſions, which 


amazed his companions, and was peculiar to himſelf : 

He diſplayed, however, on this occaſion, a more than 
ordinary degree of compoſure, which was abſolutely | 
neceſſary, to inſpire Iſabella with fortitude 1 to e | 


her in that alarming ficuation, 


Early one morning they were again overtaken by a moſt 
tremendous hurricane; heavy ſqualls of hail, accom- 
panied with dreadful claps of thunder and almoſt in- 
ceſſant ſtreams of lightning, continued to annoy them 
until ſeven in the evening, when the clouds began to 
dliſperſe; but a heavy weſtern gale continued to blow 
with unabating rigour, for the ſpace of four days and

At length it pleaſed God to lull the furious waves 
into a ſtate of perfect tranquillity; and the ſurface of the 
capacious bed of waters, ſmooth and tranſparent, 
once more met their raviſhed fight. Soothing as this 
change certainly was; yet very ſerious apprehenfions 
began to ariſe in their minds, when the captain on tak- 
ing obſervation, informed thera that they-were then 
within ſixty leagues of Candia, a large iſland in the 
Mediterranean, belonging to the grand Signior, a not- 
gd reſort for Pirates, ES - 


They conſulted on the moſt expedient and prompt 
meaſures to adopt, for their preſervaion. It was ob- 
ſerved by the captain, that ſhould they be attacked by 
any of thoſe inhuman pirates which infeſt the Medi-

The Malteſe and infidels had the ſame object in * | 
purſuit, namely, that of preventing each other- from 
getting along ſide of the diſtreſſed ſhip. A degree of 


maritime {kill was diſplayed by both, on this occaſion, 
ſeldom equalled and never exceeded; that of the Chriſ- 


tians, however, proved ſuperior, for juſt as the pirate 


was making a ſhort tack in order to run down between 
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them, the Malteſe poured a heavy broad-fide into her, 
which ſo diſconcerted the Turks that they veered the 


other way, and dropt aſtern of the other veſſel, detex - 


mined to revenge their diſaſter on that defenceleſs crew 


before the friendly Malteſe could interfere. Mercutio 
was ſtanding by the ancient ſtaff, when the pirates diſ- 
charged a volley of ſmall arms, a bullet penetrated his 
ſhoulder, and his foot ſlipping at the ſame inſtant, he 


unfortunately fell over the ſtern. The pirates ſaw him 
fall, and inſtantly threw out a {mall boat called a Per- 
magy (which they generally carry for that- purpoſe) 


and three Turks taking up the body of Mercutio, con- 


veyed him on board the Galley. This was done ſo 
ſuddenly that before the Maltele could bri ing their ſhip 


to proper poſition for diſcharging another broadſide, 


our hero was on board the pirate, which did no other 
execution than fink the Permagy and the three Turks. 
who had not time to get on board. This, however,

more. It Was a diſtinguiſhed favour of Providence that

their weakneſs, and conſequently, have captured both 
crews ; for they had not another round of ammunicion- 


on board. The Malteſe hoiſted more ſail and ſeemed 
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anger to give chace; 25 by this means, they were 
foon rid of their enemies, who employed every poſſible 
means to avoid being overtaken couſequardy they 
were ſoon out of light. | 


The generoſity of the Malteſe did not reft here. The 
-eommander ordered his boat to be hoiſted out, and, at- 
tended by ſeveral young Malteſe of diſtinction, went 
on board our diſtreſſed ſhip, where they were received 
with the moſt unfeigned gratitude. Finding Iſabella 
drowned in tears, bewailing the fate of her beloved 
Mercutio, they expreſſed their concern for the ſad event 
in the moſt pathetic manner, conjuring her, at the ſame 


time, as ſhe valued her life, not to give way to immo- 
derate grief; as her huſband, perhaps, was alive and 
well, and added, that if the proper means were em- 
ployed for his redemption, he might ſoon be ſet at li. 
| berty. Theſe words ſeemed to inſpire her with new 
life, ſhe, in ſome meaſure recovered her former ſeren- 
ity; and, by the kind attention of the other ladies, 
the, at leaſt, refrained from tears for ſome time. | 


ns Malteſe commander next enquiired „if it was in 

his power to ſerve them in any thing further? Theß 
made him a proper acknowledgment for his kindneſs,

As they uſed every poſſible exertion, they hove in

We 
failed accordingly, and meeting with fair winds and 
weather, made a ſhort and Proſſ erous voyage. 


« While the troops, &c. were landing, I ſpent great 
part of my time on ſhore with my friend Davenport, 

who comman ded a detachment of thoſe troops. One 
evening, being in company with a number of military 
othcers, I ſtaid pretty late, as Auguſtus had promiſed 
to accompany me on board, where I conſtantly {lept. 
I ſuppoſe it was midnight, when we broke up; and 
we immediately proceeded to the place where my boat 
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lay. It was perfectly calm when we embarked ; but 
before we had got three hundred yards from ſhore, 
the wind began to blow from the weſtward in a tem- 
peſtuous manner, and along and heavy ſwell follow- 
ing, we were many times in danger of overſetting. 
We made ſeveral attempts to reland, but in vain ; the 
ſwell drove us from the ſhore, and we were finally 
precipitated into the Mediterranean without maſt, ſail, 
compaſs, or one mouthful of food or drink. Aſter 
toihng about on the convulſed ocean two days and 
nights, almoſt famiſhed, and utterly diveſted of hope, 
we eſpied, about the cloſe of day, a Spaniſh Barca-lon- 
ga, at the diſtance of about three leagues. It was 
impoſfible to eſcape them, and indeed if that could 
have been eflected, we had no mind to make the expe- 
riment, as death would have been inevitable: We 
therefore reſolved to ſurrender ourſelves voluntarily into 
their hands, and leave the event to Providence; we ac- 
cordingly rowed towards them, and as they fteered direct- 
ly for us we ſoon met. They threw us a rope as ſoon as we 
were along ſide, and Auguſtus and I went on board im- 
mediately. We were received in a very bandſome 
manner by the commander and officers: Our men were 
taken on board, and the boat hoiſted in. The com- 
mander aſked me where we came from; how long we 
bad been at ſea, and ſeveral other queſtions of a ſimi- 
lar tendency. I informed him of the particulars of our 
diſtreſs with which he appeared affected; then calling 
ga attendant ordered him to conduct us to a cabin, and 
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provide ſomething to nouriſh us. He likewiſe order- 
ed an inferior officer to ſee that my men were taken 
care of, and that food ſhould- be given to them, but in 
{mall quantities for a day or two. | 


c We did not ſee this worthy commander any more

« 'The next day, we were taken on ſhore in my boat, 
and left under guard in a houſe near the water-ſice till 
further orders ſhould arrive.

Spaniſh habit, and took lodgings in an obſcure part 
of the city where we could remain incog, till anoppor- 
tunity ſhould ofer us to depart for Gibraltar, or elſe- 
where. Having deliberately weighed every circum- 
ſtance, we concluded to travel by land to Barcelona, 
and, if poſlible, to ſail from tliènce to Italy. p 


ee We ſoon found a veſſel bound to Naples, the 
paſſage from whence to Venice was but ſhort ; we 
reſolved to travel from thence to Harmburgh, from 


whence it would be eaſy to procure paſſage to En- 
gland. We did not pes it ſale to travel through 


France. 


cc We ſet forward, and avoiding all manner of com- 
munication with travellers on the rout, arrived 18 


Barcelona in ſafety, though much fatigued, 
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cr After a few days reſt, we made diligent inquiry 
for a veſſel bound to Rome, or any other Italian port; 
we ſoon found what we wanted, and arriving at Na- 
ples, propoſed to paſs through Venice, and from thence, 
as before concerted, to Hamburgh. Alt, ough this 
plan appeared to be well formed, and ſee me likely 
enough to ſucceed; yet it pleaſel God to diſappoint 


our expectations; for we bad ſailed but a few leagues 


from Salerno, when a moſt tremendous gale of wind 
drove us notwithſtanding our moſt vigorous exertions, 
on the Lipari iſles, where we ſuſtained conſiderable loſs 
and damage: This, however, was but a prelude to 
greater misfortunes. Our ſhip's rudder was carried 
away, and every moyeable on board, except our wear- 
ing apparel, a ſmall quantity of proviſion, and an 


anchor of water, were thrown-oyerbcard in arcer to 


lighten the veſſel. Unable to guide without a rudder, 
and the gale continuing, we were daſhed through the 
ſtreights of Meſſina with inconceivable rapidity: Deſ- 
pair was depicted in every countenance, and certain 
it is, that not one of the company had the moſt diſtant 
expectation of ſurviving the florm. A new and net 
leſs terrifying proſpect ſoon preſentel itſelf: The ir-

« The horror of our ſituation beggars deſcrip tion— 
To the complicated diſtreſs I have already mentioned, 
diſeaſe attached itſelf; our little ꝑrc viſcn being rearly 
exbauſled, particularly water, the ſailors, all Italians, 
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fell ſick, ſo that it was with the utmoſt difficulty we 
Preſerved the veſſel from ſinking, two days and two 
nights; and J am very ſure we could not have kept 
her above water three hours longer; but, thanks 
to Heaven, when we were on the point of giving all 
up for loſt, captain Wilcox was ſent to our relief. 


© The moſt exhalted benevolence diſplayed itſelf 
in the treatment we received frora captain Wil- 
cox, until fortune t hrew us into the hands of the 
Pirates, which was on the third day after we forſook 
the wreck.. a Graf 
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- «© As you have had an opportunity of converſing 
with the Captain, I preſume; he has informed you of 
the / particulars of our being captured, and the treat- 
ment we have received ſince. We have made appli- 
cation to the commander at Gibraltar for relief which 
we are in hopes will arrive here ſhortly. | 
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« 'Thus I have given you a ſuccin& account of our 
adventures, ſince we parted, and do aJure you, that 
metting with you, though in this wretched ſituation, 
ſenſibly diminiſhes the weight of my miſery, and has 
in a gfeat meaſure oblicerated the melancholy reflec- 
tions which has preyed on my mind, ever ſince we 
had the misfortune to fall into the hen: 1s of thoſe 3 in- 
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Mercutio then briefly recited the propoſals of cap- 
tain Wilcox, adding, that he yet entertained hopes 
of regaining his liberty.

moſt ſpeed to eſcape the Malteſe, who being deeply 
laden and not in a capacity to give them chace, bore 
away for Malta, and were ſoon out of fight and hearing 
of the Pirates. 


Fhree of the Turks remaining on board the Galley 
were officers, and had followed the fortunes of Mirza 
from the time of his renunciation; and now each in- 
tended, ſecretly, to ſeize upon the eſſecis of their late 
eo- partner in guilt, as a matter of right. They were 
therefore unanimous in ſteering towards Candia, ac- 
eordingly taking every poſſible advantage of wind and 
water, they arrived in their old port on that very 
evening, which our herces had appointed to make 


@ vigorous effort to regain their freedom. 


Having moored the Galley, one of the three Turks 


aforementioned, ſuſpecting, perhaps, his own ability 
to ſecure to himſelf the whole of the plunder, and 


chat, if his rivals ſhould unite to oppoſe him, they 
might deprive him of any flare, and perhaps of life, 
propoſed either a joint partnerſhip or an equal divi- 
fior of the whole. This propoſal was rejected with 
contempt by the other two: Each claimed an ex- 
eluſive right to the diſpoſal of the property. Some 
altercation enſuing, a rencontre took place, to which 


two of the parties attacked the third, who did not

We will turn our eyes from this horrid ſcene, in 
order to diſcover the movements of Mercutio and his 
friends.

Their young guide then led them 
into a ſort of ware-houſe, where hung all kinds of dried 
proviſions and fruits. Among other curioſities, he 
ſhowed them a pipe of excellent Malaga, with which, 
notwithſtanding the precepts of Mahomet and the in- 

junctions of the Mufti, Mirza regaled himſelf privately. 

They drank a little of his prohibited beverage, and, 
every one taking as much of the proviſions as he was 


they arrived without any oppoſition or interruption, -

.able to carry, they ſet out for the water ſide where

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Nothing could exceed their aftoniſhment, when, at 


the diftance of about three hundred yards, they per-

This diſcovery threw them into the memoll Sci 
nation.

Being now aſſured of the death of Mirza, and of the 
impoſſibility of being purſued, if any of his adherent 
ſhould attempt it, their being no craſt to be had within 
many miles, they reſolved to ſail inſtantly. They im- 
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mediately caſt off their moorings and committing them- 
ſelves to the protection of the Supreme Being, hoiſted 
Aail and put te fea. A fine breeze ſpringing up, and 
the veſſel being a tolerable ſaiter and in good trim, they -

worthy of the attention or obſervation of the curious, 


vhen they were informed that the Sophi, intended to 


review his cavalry on a beautiful plain at the diſtance of 


ſeven miles from the City. 
They reſolved to-indulge themſelves. with a fight: of 
the Perſian monarch, whom yet they had not ſeen, and

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| likewiſe the evolutions of his cavalry, whoſe dexterity 


they had frequently heard applauded. 


Horſes were procured, and they ſet out early in the 
day, in order to have an opportunity of chooſing a con- 


venient ſituation : 'This done, they diſmounted and 


waited the arrival of the cavalcade. 


In a ſhort time, the approach of the Sophi was an- 
nounced, by a ſucceſſion of ſhouts, the echoes of 
which reverberated from the neighbouring mountains, 
reſembled the ſound of diſtant thunder. | 


Under a cloud of duſt which overſpread the whole 
plain, at length, appeared in the front of a vaſt body 
of horſe, his majeſty, mounted on a beautiful Arabian, 
and his ſon Abbaſs, preſunotire heir to the Perſian 
diadem, on his left, a youth of about ſifteen.

The ſun ſhone clear, and the arms and accoutre- 
ments of the men, as well as the furni iture of the horſes, 


reflected its rays with encreaſed luſtre. 
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The young prince rode a horſe young and ſkittiſh, 
the ſudden motion of the cavalry, in drawing their 
ſwords in oppoſition to the rays of the ſun, produced 
an inlanfanedus fiream of light, fimilar to a flaſh of 
aw ay with his utmoſt ſpeed, vents a ſmall, though 
deep and rapid ſtream called Zenderhend ; the prince 
unable to check his career, was, in the greateſt appre- 
henſion of danger, borne away at an amazing rate.

5 will thereſore accompany us to our palace, where 


e you ſhall experience a ſpecimen of our ſintere grati- 
ec tude.”? 


They gave their aſſent by the moſt profound obei- 


ſance. The prince being remounted, they ſet forward 


towards the city amidſt the repeated acclamations of 
the ſurrounding multitude. 


The beams of gratitude which darted alternately on 
Mercutio, Charles and Auguſtus, from the fine expreſ- 
five eyes of Abbaſs, were moſt flattering : He would 
not be ſeperated from them ; but rode between Charles 
and Mercutio to the gates of the palace. 


The welcome they received from Kerim Khan, the 
Sophi, was ſuch as would have flottered the greateſt 


potentates; at the ſame time, it was the ſpontaneous 


production of a grateful and benevolent heart. My

mon attentions of young Abbaſs exceeds deſcription 
me activity of his new friends; his miraculous preſer- 
vation, and his own acknowledgments, was the only 
theme he wiſhed to dwell on; and when his diſcourſe 
on this ſubject was. interrupted, his eyes tacitly expreſſ- 
ed the ardour af his feelings. : 


The Sophi, at firſt ſuppoſed them Perſians ; but, 
perceiving his error, he deſired to be informed of their 
names „ country, and profeſſions, whether naval, mili- 
tary or commercial. Mercutio then briefly related 
their adventures, as they have been in the foregoing

Kerim liſtened to the tale with aſtoniſhment ; re- 
gretted their loſſes ; ſympathized in their misfortunes, 
and rejoiced in their eſcape.

He then #{ke1 ſeveral queſtions concerning the con- 
fitution, laws, &c. of England; the anſwers to which, 
made by Mercutio, were fo perſpicuous and ſatisfactory, 


that Abbaſs, as well as his father, was both delighted 


and ſurpriſed. 


They were ſummoned to dinner, which conſiſted of 


the moſt choice viands, ſweet-meats,' milk, rice, &c. 


after which they retired to the magnificent gardens of 
the palace, which are variouſly an! bea utifully — 
ed, as well as very extenſive. : 

Here the Soprhi gave a looſe to unreſtrained conver- 
fation, in the courſe of which, he requeſted them to 
give him a deſcription of the ſtanding forces of Great- 


Britain, naval and military, together wa the general 
character of the natives. 


In compliance with this requeſt, Charles gave him a 
very particular deſcription of the naval eſtabliſhment; 
the mode of diſcipline at ſea and in action; the number 
of ſhips then in actual ſervice together with the number 
of guns, weight of metal, and number of men in each. 
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* 
The military laws, cuſtoms and mancœuvres were 
"next copiouſly treated of by Auguſtus, who, by a dili- 
gent application, had acquired the moſt perſect know- 


ledge of tactics. 


Kerim expreſſed the utmoſt aſtoniſhment at the power 
of Great-Britain : He was perfectly amazed, that ſo 
ſmall a nation ſhould ſupport ſuch a formidable naval 
force, when the whole Perſian empire could not aflord 


twelve ſhips. : 


Night approaching, Mercutio intimated to his 
ſriends, that it was time for them to withdraw, the So- 
phi oppoſed this warmly. „If, (and le) it is con- 
venient and agreeable to you, to make this your place 
of reſidence during your ſtay in Iſpahan, it will afford 
me aſuperior degree of ſatisſaction: I have experienced 
mare real pleaſure in your company this day, than I 
ever had before. . I beg you will not refuſe me ; ; there 
are a number of ſubjeas on which I wiſh to aiſcourſe 
with you; many things, of which T would gla ly be in- 
formed, and if I miſs this opportunity, it is more than 
probable, I may never meet ſuch another, 


They bowed conſent, and thanked him for the ho- 


nour he intended them. 


The Sophi conducted them to a grand ſaloon, illu- 
minated with waren tapers, they were ſeated on 2 


floor which was covered with carpets of the firſt 27+ 
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niſicence. A grand collation being ſerved up, they re- 
galed themſelves ſumptuoully ; in the mean time, they 
were highly entertained by a concert of vocal and in- 
ſtrumental muſic, performed entirely by females, from 


whom they were ſeperated by a curtain of green ſilk 


only. 


This unexpected entertainment, afforded our Euro- 
pean friends the higheſt ſatisfaction, which they ſigni- 
Hed to the Sophi, who obligingly anſwered, „I wiſh 
it was in my power to make every moment of your 
ſlay in Perfia yield you freſh delight! But come,” 
added he, addreſſing Mercutio, it is yet early, you 
have not forgotten my requeſt, Jam impatient to be 
part cularly informed of the general character of your 
countrymen, their manners and cuſtoms in private life.“ 


- Our hero complied, an] fo animated was his deſorip- 


tion, and ſo pertinent his remarks, that the Sophi was 
delighted almoſt to enthuſiaſm : He declared, that if 
they would conſent to remain in Perſia, he would pro- 
mote them to poſts of the ſecond dignity in the Em- 
pire. To this they made no anſwer, but by an incli- 


nation of the head. The proper time ſor retirement 


being come, theſe youths, who, but a few days paſt, 
where conducted to a bed of ſhavings, and locked up 
in a den, dark and noiſome, were now conducted in 
a reſpectful manner, to one of the moſt ſuperb apart- 
ments in a Palace, 
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Let no man deſyond; for there is no caſe ſo deſpe- 
rate, on this fide eternity, but a parrallel may readily 
be found; but ſuppoſing one in which this might be 
found impoſſible, ſtill, deſpondency is unavailing, im- 
pious to the laſt degree, unjuſtifiable, and unmanly : 
Many have precipitated themſelves into the jaws of 
death, when five minutes reflection would ave pre- 
vented the raſh deed : In the very point of time, per- 
haps when their affairs has taken the moſt proſperous 
direction. 'That power in whoſe hands are the iſſues of 
life and death, will not j ermit a rational being, who 
_ confidentially depends on his affiſtance, to {ink under 
his miſeries, however great or numerous: Mercutio in 
the greateſt of his troubles (and they were not trifling) 
never quitted the graſp he had taken on hope. 


The next day they were preſent at a grand levee of 
the Perſian nobility; among theſe, were three governors 
of provinces, with grand retinues : They here difco- 
vered that ſycophantic adulation, and abject fawning 
was not confined to the Engliſh court; much of this 
kind of artillery was diſcharged, by theſe turban'd de- 
pendents, not only at the _ but at the heir * 


"rent. 


This diſguſting parade concluded, and the crowd 
withdrawn, the Sophi with his ſon and ſelect biends | 
retired to the ſaloon to dine. 
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After dinner, „ you ſee my friends,” faid the mo- 
march, „the pomp and ſlavery of a prince. It is my 
with and intention to render my ſubjects, of every de- 
ſcription, as happy as their ſituations and circumitances 
will poſhbly admit; I am particularly careful in my 
choice of governors, and officers of every department; 
I endeavour by mildneſs and benevolence to ſhow them 
the line of conduct I would have them purſue towards 
the lower orders of my people, and though I endeavour 
by all means to inſpire thoſe about me with frankneſs 
and ſincerity; yet I always perceive in their behaviour 
and converſation a conſtrained imitation of ſincerity 
only; their ſpeeches are all ſtudied, are all calculated 
to flatter the ear, and miſlead the judgment: They do 
not ſpeak the language of the heart: I perceive and 
deſpiſe their meanneſs ; yet I am condenmed to liſten 
to adulation, which my ſenſe can never approve. One 
principal reaſon of my anxiety to retain you in Perſia is 
this, I would. fain ſpend my vacant hours in the com- 
pany of a few ſelect friends, who would unfold the re- 
al ſentiments of their hearts, on all occaſions, with- 
out reſerve. With ſuch friends, I ſhould enjoy all that 
ſatisfaction of which my ſubjeQs ſuppoſe me fully poſ- 
ſeſſed. Frequent converſe with perſons of this deſcrip- 
tion would aterd a moſt comfortable relaxation to my 
mind; would give a reliſh to thoſe avocations which 
now appear tedlious to me: I ſhould then be indeed 
as cheerſul as I ſometimes only appear to be. 
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ce My ſon Abbaſs is very deſirous to acquire a know- 
ledge of the Englith language, and conſiders it as no 
very difficult taſk, if you, ſaid he to Mercutio, would 
undertake to be his preceptor for ſome time, which, 
as you fpeak the Arabic fluently, would to you be no 
diſagreeable employment; for I am ſure he eſteems you 
very highly, and will follow your direQions implicitly. 


« The European mode of military diſcipline J have 
often heard of, but ever ſince T heard its principles fo 
clearly explained by you, have had a defire to intro- 
duce it in my army; now you, (turning to Auguſtus,) 
being ſo completely verſed in the whole art, together 
with its fundamental principles, are the only perſon 
who could ailift me in carrying this into execution. 
ce Tf I could prevail on you to remain with me ſome 
time longer, ſuppoſe two months, I think in that time, 
my plan will be in a flate of tolerable forwardneſs, and 
the time ſo ſpent will conduce more to my happineſs 
than any period of my paſt life.? | 


After the moſt ſolicitous enquiry for. each others 
ſentiments, by the paſſage of the eye, Mercutio, hav- 
ing made the neceſſary diſcovery, replied, * Beſt of 
princes, it is a long time fince I parted with my dear- 
eſt friends and relatives, the greater part of which 
time J have been perſecuted by fortune - driven by 
reiterated diſaſters into every quarter of the globe, and 
am ſtill liable to fall into the hands of ſome of the pow- 
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ers actually at war with Great-Britain; to avoid which 
was our principal deſign in paſſing through the Ruſhan 
territories, which muſt greatly retard us in our return, 
as well as prolong the time of our abſence from thoſe 
whom we love and venerate. 'The ardency of our 
wiſhes to return to our native ſoil, to embrace thoſe 
dear relatives, your majeſty will readily agree, mult be 
extreme ; notwithſtanding the cogency of thoſe reaſons 
for our moſt prompt exertions to acclerate our return to 
England, I perceive, by the countenances of my 
friends, and my own feelings, that you have gainel 
your point.” Charles and Auguſtus confirmed his 


/ judgment. Nothing could have exceeded the ſatisfac- 


tion of the Sophi on this occaion. * My dear 
frien s, ſaid he, . my heart diſtended with gratitude, 
for paſt favors, now overflows. To ofer, or even to 
conceive a return equal to your unmerited generoſity, 
infinitely exceels my power: My utmoſt endeavours, 
however, ſhall not be wanting, and my inability, T 
truſt, will meet an excuſe. Abbaſs ſhall be your 
friend : He loves you already with the fondneſs of a 
brother; and if the Perſian Empire contains any thing 
worthy of your acceptance, only point it out, and 1 
will ſhow you how much Kerim eſteems you, by 
the freedom of the grant ; and the pleaſure he will take 
in having it in his power to diſcharge a part of the obli- 
ations your kindneſs has laid him under.“ Our hero 
aſſured the Sophi, that they conſidered ihe honors he had 
conferred on him and his friends, much more than ade- 


quate to any fervices they had or coul render him.

Thus our young friends whoſe affairs, but a very 
ſhort time paſt, were-moſt deſperate, and preſented 
not even the moſt faint and diſtant proſpect of alteration 
or amendment, were in an exalted degree of favour, 
and cloſeſt habits of friendſhip with a great and amia- 
ble prince; and heli in the higheſt degree of eſteem by 
all his nobles. 'Thus it is that Provi.lence heaps, by 
ſudden and almoſt imperce-tible tranſitions, unfore- 
ſeen, unexpected, and undeſerved bleſſings on man- 
kind, even when every ray of hope is extinguiſhed, and 
after the fell uſurper, deſt air, has eſtabliſhed an abſo- 
lute ſway over the empire of the ſoul: This reflection 
conveys an inſtructive admonition to ſuch as are, ei- 
ther by conſtitution or habit, moſt liable to flinch from 
the ſtroke of adverſity, and to bend under the weight 
of misfortunes which are unavoidable, and which are; 
more or leſs, ſooner or later, in one ſha; e or another, 
the inevitable entail of the human family, to place an 
unhounded afftiance in that Omnipotent Being, whoſe 
Almighty will directs and governs the great and im- 
mutable ſprings of life and motion; for as no tuation, 
however obſcure, is capable of ſeclading us from ob- 
ſervation; no caution on our part, however nice, can 
evade his penetration, not even for a moment; nor a 
poſſibility of any ſcheme of Provi lence being counter- 
acted, or rendered abortive by the moſt ſuitable con- 
trivances of man; therefore, our intereſt as well as 
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duty is to repoſe an unlimited confidence i in him, whe 


never withholds his interpoſition and favour, on every 
proper occaſion. Deſpondeney argues a degenerate 
mind. He who doubts, tacitly arraigns the juſtice and 
mercy, or wiſdom and power. of God. But to return: 


Our hero entered on his new occupation the very 
next day, as alſo did Charles and Auguſtus. As 


Charles had but an imperfect knowledge of the military 


diſcipline, it was neceſſary he ſhould become the firſt 
of Auguſtus*s pupils, in order to attain ſuch a profici- 
ency as would qualiſy him to aft his friend.

cute their labours with unremitting diligence and de- 


light: The officers were no leſs diligent than the So- 
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Phi, which was a fource of pleaſure to Chatles and 
Auguſtus. 


Tf Kerim was elated at the vaſt progreſs of his of- 
ficers in the Furopean exerciſe, the ſuperior ſatisfaction 
he enjoyed in the proficiency of his ſon, in pronouncing 
Engliſh, which by this time he did with a degree of cor- 
rectneſs really aſtoniſhing, may readily be conceived, 
The Sorhi requeſted his European friends to diſcourſe 
with Abbafs in no other language thenceforward. 


The Perſian commanders having new modelled their 
ſeveral regiments, four hours each day was ſpent in 
manceuvring the troops, for near two months; this 
being always performed under the immediate eye of 
the Sophi, and the moſt ſcrupulous ſuperintendance of 
Charles and Augnſtus ; they went through the various 
evolutions with all the exaQneſs and dexterity of ve- 
terans.

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_ Mercutio would have been as happy as he had ever 
been ſince his departute from England, but reflections 
on the uncertain fate of Iſabella frequently embittered 
thoſe ſweets, which the converſation of his friends and 
the favour of the Sophi afforded ; yet hope, all reviv- 
ing hope, would come to his aid, would preſent to the 
eye of his fond imagination, the ſtrongeſt probabilities 
of her being reſtored to his poſſeſſion : They were ſe- 
parated, but the was left in the company of friends, 
who would treat her with tenderneſs and afſection, un- 
til his return to England.

A glow of the higheſt ſatisfaction was depicted on 
every brow ; joy kar ant in every eye, and a kind of 
tumultuous pleaſure expanded every boſom preſent.

ſuch a vile miſcreant may remain, to pollute my goo] 
ſubjects. 


While this buſineſs was Heh" Mercutio con- 
qucted Iſabella to another apartment, where they ſpent f 
a conſiderable time in the moſt” afſeQionate | enquiries 
and congratulations; in the renewal of their former 
proteilations of eternal love an] fidelity; thoſe endear- 
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ing expreſſions to which they had ſo long been ſtrangers, 
were now heighten'd into rapture, by the pleaſing 
reflection of their miraculous eſcape, from thoſe dan- 
gers, apparently inſurmountable, which threatened 
their eternal ſeparation. They humbly and fervently 
admired the wonderful, nay, incomprehenſible means 
employed by the Almighty, in the preſervation of un- 
worthy mortals, and returned mutual and fir.cere 
thanks, for the much deſired, ſuperior bleſſing, of being 
once more reſtored to each other: The ſituation they 
were then placed in, leaving but one wiſh, and that was 
to be in England.

Breakfaſt paſſed, our friends jointly and earneftly 
ſolicited the Sophi for a mitigation of the puniſhment of 
the unhappy victim of his diſpleaſure, on whom he had 
paſſed ſentence of death,

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& My invaluable, beſt friends, I am under ſo many 
and great obligations to each, and all of you, that I 
conſider it as a duty incumbent on me, to grant you 
any and every requeſt, conliſtent with reaſon, and the 
regard I have for you, and that is not derogatory ta 
my own dignity and the good of my ſubjects. On the 
other hand, give me leave to aſſure you, that my incli- 
nations are in exact co- incidence with this duty; and 
as I abhor every ſpecies of ingratitude in others, ſo I 
would not be even ſuſpected of it myſelf 

« With regard to your preſent requeſt, it ſhall be 
granted—But do not ſuppoſe that I will grant him ax 
entire remiſſion.” _ 


« All we requeſt, is that his life may be ſpared ; we 
sonceive any greater extent of indulgence might be pro- 
ductive of evil conſequences, by affording encourage- 
ment to others, to perpetrate fimilar crimes, under an 
expectation of ſhelter (beneath your majeſty's royal 
clemency) from the juſt vengeance of the laws of their 
injured country.“ 


& In Mount Taurus are wilds impervious for all but 
wild beaſts of the foreſt, and thoſe criminals whoſe 
multiplied enormities have procured them a habitation 
among them: Thither I will baniſh him, to ſubliſt on 
what he can procure by the gun and ax ; both which, 
together with a quantity of ammunition he will be 
ſupplied with by the officer appointed for that purpoſe, 
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and if he is found within the cultivated part of our do- 
minions within the ſpace of twenty years, certain and 
immediate death ſhall be the conſequence.” 


Orders were inſtantly given to.convey the Priſoner to 
his place of exile, under a ſtrong guard. When he 
Was informed of the change of his ſentence, he ſtamp- 

ed, curſed and ſwore like a raving bedlamite—He curſ- 
ed the Sophi's miſtaken lenity, and ſwore he would 
rather die a thouſand deaths than be carried into igno- 
minious ſlavery, and finally threatened to lay violent 
hands on his keeper, who turning ſhort, made a ſtroke 
at him, which deprived him of his right ear : He then 
ordered his hands to be bound faſt behind;him, and, A 
proper guard being pre ointe d, he was ſent off o on his 
way to Taurus. 


We perceive in the fate of this man a ſtriking inſtance 
of the invariable juſtice of Providence, in the puniſh- 
ment of oſſenders of this deſcription. Had this unhap- 
EY, ungrateful wretch ; taken but half the pains, to he 
what he pretended to be, as he did to appear to be what 
he was not, he might have terminated his days high in 
the favor and confidence of his prince, and what is of 
far more eſtimation, in a conſciouſneſs of having per- 
formed his duty in a becoming manner: His laſt ſun, 
inſtead of being enveloped in remorſe and deſpair, 
would have ſet ſerenely, and his ſoul would have taken 
her flight, on the wings of tranquillity, to realms at 
bliſs. 
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Two months having elapſed after the reſtoration of 
Iſabella, Abbaſs having attained ſo great a proficiency 
under our hero's tuition, as to be able to expreſs him - 


ſelf, on any ſubject, in a very good fiyle of Engliſh; he 
alſo read and wrote it with a degree of judgment and 


accuracy, far exceeding every expeAation which could 
have been rationally formed; the ſelect troops com- 
pletely verſed in the uſe of the muſquet and bayonet, 
and the deſire of returning to Europe, pervading the 
minds of our hero and his friends, they conceived it 
high time to communicate their wiſhes to the Sopti, 
and obtain his leave to depart.

If riches or honours had 
charms ſufficient to attract your attention—to retain 
you in Perſia, how willingly! How eagerly would I 
confer them] But alas! as that cannot be; ſince you 
ſo ardently deſire to return to your native country and 
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cennexions, which, T muſt confeſs, is both natural 
and laudible, be it our care to ſee you properly accom- 
modated ; to ſee you reſpectfully treated until your 
departure, and then ſafely conveyed to the frontiers of 
Perſia. Let me have notice ten days, at leaſt, before 
you ſet out; and in the mean time, let me enjoy as 
much of your company as poſſible, conſiſtent with 
your own convenience. 


Buſineſs of moment demands my attention: Ab- 
baſs, ſtay with our friends 


Embrace every oppor- 
tunity of improving yourſelf by their precepts and ex- 
amples—Loſe not a moment; but be not burthen- 
tome.” He retired, leaving them -ull of lent 1 oba- 
tion and exalted eſteem. 


The young prince was no leſs aſſected with the news 
of their intended departure, than was his royal Sire. 
He lamented the privation of their ſociety, as if it had 
already taken place, in terms at once expreſſive of his 
{ſincere gratitude and aſſectionate eſteem. He expreſſed 
a deſire to accompany them to England, and moſt ar- 
dently requeſted Mercutio to exert his influence with 


his father, in order to procure his approbation to the 
meaſure. He conceived it no difficult matter, and reite- 
rated his requeſt with ſo much earneſtneſs, that our 
hero promiſed to preſs the matter home at the next in- 
terview. 
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They were ſitting, one fine evening, on the top of 
the royal palace, and while they enhaled the gentle 
zephyrs, anticipated the pleaſure of embracing tlieir

He informs me that the governor of Chora- 
zan, (a Ruſſian) in order to eſſect a revolution in the 
Empire, has diſſeminated the ſeeds of ſedition far and 
wide, by encouraging a ſpirit of licentiouſneſs among 
the lower ranks ; and by bribes, and promiſes of great 
rewards in territory, and poſts of honor and profit, 
among tie better ſort; he has poiſoned the minds of 
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the greater part of the inhabitants of thoſe provinces, 
My friend writes further, that he has garriſoned 
Aſterabat, a convenient port on the Caſpian ſea, in 
order to keep open a communication with his country- 
men, who, no doubt, will aft him in his villanous 
undertaking: Now, what I have to requeſt of you is 
only your advice in this emergency. 


Nou have had much experience in military af- 
fairs, and as I hare now a body of infantry fully in- 
ſtructed in the Engliſh diſcipline, I would have your 
inſtructions how to employ them to the beſt advantage. 
I alſo want your joint advice as to another matter, 
The rebel chief is now at the head of ſeventy thouſand 
mal-contents, advancing rapidly to Candahar, with a 
deſign to inveſt that capital, cauſe himſelf to be pro- 
claimed Shah, levy all the force he can there, and ad- 
yance hither with all ſpeed ; for he expects the reduc- 
tion of this city will, if effected, ſeat him quietly on 
the throne of Perſia.—- Now, whether is it beſt to raiſe a 
powerful army here, and wait his approach or march 
directly to Candahar, and give him a repulſe, at leaſt, 
at a diſtance? Speak your ſentiments as uſual, with 
freedom; for let the the final iſſue be what it may, I 
am too well convinced of your incerity to impute the 
cauſe of any diſaſter that may happen, to your advice.“ 
Here he pauſed for a reply. 


Auguſtus delivered his ſentiments in the following 
terms. 


— 
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ce The many and particular marks of diſtinction 
with which my friends and I have been honoured, by 
the unbounded liberality of your majeſly, as well as the 
freedom of ſpeech and action with which we have been 
indulged, ever ſince we were ſo happy as to find an 
aſylum within the walls of the monarch of Perſia, em- 
boldens me to offer my ſentiments, on the preſent oc- 
caſion, without reſerve: Not only ſo, I will yield all 
the perſonal aſſiſtance in my power freely. Diſpatch 
a courier, immediately, tothe Governor of Candahar, 
ith peremptory orders, to rut himſelf in the beſt poſ- 
ture of defence poſſible; to hold himſelf in readineſs to 
repulſe the rebels, and aſſure him of ſpeedy and ſuffici- 
ent ſuccours under your immediate command. Let 
Caſbin be garriſoned and fortified as a check on Aſtera- 
bat. Lou have now five thouſand trœops initiated in 
the management of the firelock and bayonet ; take two 
- thouſand of thoſe and a ſufficient body of cavalry, and 
march directly for Candahar. The remgining three 
thouſand I would keep here to fortify this eity and put 
every thing in order to give the inſurgents a warm re- 
ception, if they ſhould reach ſo far before they are re- 
duced to obedience: Finally, if you find it impoſſible 
to maintain your ground at Candahar, endeavour, by 
all means to effect an orderly retreat to this capital, be- 
fore your troops are thrown into diſorder; for depend 
on it, if matters are brought to that criſis, your ſucceſs 
will ultimately depend on that manceurre. Be not too 
ſanguine; if Candahar holds out until your arrival, it 
will ſtrike the inſurgents with terror, to ſee that you 
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| have yet thouſands of faithful ſubjects, rallying with 
courage round the royal ſtandard and commanded by 
their prince in perſon. 


« This is, in my opinion, the moſt probable me- 
thod to enſure ſucceſs, for the Candahar army, if a 
retreat is inevitable, will accompany the troops under 
your command, and, if the retreat is orderly, you will 
acquire (like a ſtream running back on itſelf) addi- 
tional ſtrength and numbers in every mile of your 
march ; whereas if your forces are put to E 
Dight, *twill be exactly the reverſe. 


© If theſe meaſures are purſued, TI have not the leaſt 
doubt of your majeſty's arms being crowned with glory, 
the traitor puniſhed, and your deluded ſubjects return- 
ing to their former allegiance. © My invaluable 
friend,” ſaid Kerim, embracing. him, © your words 
re-animate my ſoul ! I am determined to purſue your 
advice.—How happy you would make me if you would 
accept the command of thoſe three thouſand infantry 
who are to remain in Iſpahan: Your preſence would 
inſpire thoſe officers and men (who have been trained 
to your hand, by your own precepts and under your 
immediate inſpection) with redoubled vigour ; and al- 
moſt enſure ſucceſs. Under your auſpices they will 
learn to encounter and defeat the rebellious banditti, 
who are now meditating a blow, which they intend, 
ſhall overturn all law and order, and introduce anarchy 


and confuſion ; rapine, plunder and bloodſhed,” 
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« That ſhall never be, while I am able to yield a 
ſword. No, Kerim, I repeat it again, T will not 
ſheathe my ſword until your rebellious ſubjects are re- 
duced to ſubmiſſion, or Auguſtus Davenport is lying, 
undiſtinguiſhable, among a pile of ſlain.” „ And a 
ſword you ſhall have,” ſaid the monarch, in raptures, 
«© worthy of your noble ſpirit, and the cauſe you have 
ſo generoully eſpouſed.” He immediately took of his 
own cimeter, and preſented it to Auguſtus, ſaying, 


Accept this, it has paſſed from father to ſon, through 


four generations, and has never been taken by an ene- 
my, nor ſullied by the hand of a coward or traitor ; 
and my reaſon for transſerring it to you, is, a confi- 
dence of its being never employed in a diſhonorable + 
cauſe.“ 


He then earneſtly ſolicited the aſſiſtance of Charles 
and Mercutio, and oiered them commiſſions in the firſt 
grade; but they refuſed, and gave for reaſon, that in 
the very critical ſlate of his majeſty's afſairs, their pro- 
motion over the heads of numbers of brave and worthy 
Perſians might be productive of jealouſy and diſguſt; 
particularly in weak and prejudiced minds; but clieer- 


fully offered to ſerve under Auguſtus, and to exert all 


their powers in bringing about a happy reconciliation. 


The Sophi was highly ſatisfied with their friendly 
oſſers, and on reflection, could not but approve their 
reſolutions, requeſted them all to take ſuch meaſures for 


the accompliſhment of the great object in view as they 
ſhould judge requiſite.

Broken parties of cavalry were continually flocking 
in, after this intelligence, ſome bringing a few prifon- 
ers, and ſome accompanied by deſerters; but all con- 
eurred in the account of the total defeat of the royal ar- 
my and of the taking of the Sophi, who was ſent a pri- 
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foner to Candahar, and that the enemy purſued the 
hattered remains of his army with all poſhble ſpeed. 


It ſeems the Sophi's army having been preffed hard 
for four days and nights, continually galled in flank 
and harraſſed in rear, was conſtrained to halt, (not 
encamp) for a few hours repoſe: Hunger and fatigue, 
the harbingers of diſcontent and lownels of ſpirits, pre- 
rented them from taking the neceſſary precautions for 
their ſafety: 'The conſequence was, they were ſur- 
rounded in the night, and almoſt all cut off, and Kerim, 
with ſeveral of his officers made priſoners. 


A council was called, in conſequence of this infor- 
mation, confiſting of all the principal officers, civil as 
well as military, wherein it was reſolved not to make 
any alteratioa in the preſent diſpoſition of the troops ; 
to diſpatch expreſſes to each of the provinces, yet in 
Kerim's intereft, requeſting ſpeedy ſuccours; at the 
fame time, keeping the account laſt received a profound 
ſecret. It was alſo further agreed to admit and keep 
all the ſcattered forces that might come in before the 
arrival of the enemy, within the walls, to be refreſhed 
and formed into a corps-de-referve, to act as opportu- 
nity or neceſſity might require; and, finally, never to 


ſurrender, but preſerve the capital, or fall with their 
{words in their hands, 


Theſe preliminaries being adjuſted, and the different 
diſpatches gone, the commanders joined their reſpeclive 
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corps, in order to wait the approach of the rebels, who, 
by undoubted information, were actually within ſorty 
miles, and advancing rapidly. 


At the cloſe of that day, about four hundred of the 
Sophi's infantry with two thouſand horſe arrived, who 
reported that the inſurgents, would certainly attack 
them by day-light next morning; as their motion had 
more the appearance of a retreat than an advance. 
Theſe troops were received into the city for the purpoſe 
Heſorementioned, and two thouſand cavalry ſent as an 
advance guard, about ſeven miles from the city. In 
the courſe of that night thirteen thouſand cavalry, and 
two thouſand archers arrived from Sableſtan : The 
archers were poſted on the walls, and the cavalry took 
their ſtand in a wood, within one mile of the city, eaſt- 
ward, in a moſt advantageous fituation; this body of 
horſe, had poſitive orders not to appear until they ſaw 
the inſurgents nearly encircled ; then to divide into 
parties of one hundred men each, adv ance and diſpoſe 
themſelves in ſuch a manner, that if any part of the 
enemy?s forces ſhould make or attempt a deſperate re- 
treat, there ſhould not be left to them even a ofibilt- 


ty of an c{cape. 


The fun, juſt above the horizon, . diſcovered the ad- 
vanced guard returning with ſome precipitation, yet in 
good order; and in a ſhort time, che inſurgents, in 
great force, under a thick cloud of duſt, ſeemed to 
overſprzad the whole Plain.

A ſkirmiſh enſued between the Sophi's cavalry, 
ed on the wings, and the advance of the rebel army, 
in which there were but five killed or wounded. The 
main body of the inſurgents now coming up, confident 
of ſucceſs ſrom the ſuperiority of their numbers; the roy- 
al cavalry, as preconcerted, retreated towards the city, 
purſued briſkly by the rebels, who concluced all was 
their own; but the Sophi's horſe retreating to the right 
and left, they advanced within ſixty fathoms, and, by 
a flag, demanded an immediate ſurrender, on pain af 
indiſcriminate carnage. This was peremptorily refuſ- 
ed, in conſequence of which, the rebel chief ordered to 
advance to the very gates. | 


When they were within-muſquet ſhot, the gates flew 
open, Auguſtus with his infantry ſallied forth, and in- 
ſtantly formed in a ſolid column. The appearance of 
this column diſconcerted them for a moment; ; but, con- 
fiding in the ſuperiority of their numbers, they advanc- 
ed rapidly, thinking to trample them to pieces, at the 
fame time they uttered a ſhout which rent the air. 


It is impoſſible to deſcribe the conſternation of the 
inſurgents, when their whole front fell at the firſt. fire of 
the column. Barbaroſſa, the rebel chief, notwith- 
ſtanding this diſaſter, led on his men a ſecond time to 
the charge: Now the archers, from the walls diſcharg- 
ed a cloud of arrows full in their faces, under cover of 
which the infantry advanced with ſecured bayonets, 
which threw them into inconceivable confuſion.

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The ſignal for the ambuſcades being diſplayed in this 
moment of dread and ſurprize, the rebels were imme- 
diately ſurrounded, and aſſaulted on all ſides, they fell 
like leaves in autumn, to attempt a retreat or rally, 
being equally vain, their chief haſlened to the rear, to 
encourage his unhappy adherents by his preſence; he 
was, however, intercepted in his way by Mercutio, 
who, dexterouſly ſhunning a lance aimed at him by 
Barbaroſſa, plunged his ſword to the hilt in his left ſide, 
and he fell, with his horſe, which that inſtant receiv- 
ed a bullet in the head, 


The wretched rebeis ſeeing themſelves environed on 
every ſide, and their leader ſlain, grew deſperate, and 
for ſome time ſought like ſo many furies ; but in vain 
did they attempt to penetrate the columns of infantry z 
they fell like graſs before the ſcythe; the arrows of the 
archers, and the pointed bayonets bid defiance to their 
numerous ſquadrons. | 


At length, ſeeing nothing but death before and dan- 
ger behind, they threw down their arms and ſued for 
guarter This was granted, and an immediate ſiop put 
to the carnage, which was dreadful: The field was in 
many places, not only ſtrewed with dead and wounded, 
but man and horſe, ſome dead, ſome dying, ſome ſlight- 
ly wounded, ſwords and broken lances were thrown, 
as it were, promiſcuouſly together, in heaps, to the 
terror and aſtoniſhment of the ſurvivors, 
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Aſter ſecuring the priſoners, &c. they found their 
loſs in killed and wounded amounted to fomething 
more than four hundred foot, and two thouſand horſe, 
including officers, ſeveral of whom were of the firſt 
rank. Fifteen thouſand of the inſurgents lay dead on 
the field; the wounded amounted to a ftill greater 
number, the greater part of whom died of their wounds, 
whether for want of {kill or diligence is not known : 
The weather being exrremely ſultry, perhaps contibut- 

ed, in a great meaſure, to gangrene their wounds, 
and thereby retard, at leaſt, if not entirely prevent the 


Cure. 


It was next reſolved in a council of war, that Au- 
guſtus ſhould remain at Iſpahan with one thouſand in- 
fantry and twelve thouſand horſe ; while Mercutio and 
Charles ſhould march the remainder of the troops, 
horſe and foot to Candahar, in order to releaſe the 
Sophi, and reduce the remainder of the mal - contents 


to obedience. 


The troops deſtined for Candahar, encamped with- 
out the late field of battle, in order to refreſh ; while 
thoſe who were to remain were employed in burying 
the dead, and in removing the wounded to places ap- 
pointed for their reception, without the walls. 


In two days, the troops being thoroughly refreſhed 
and fit for action, the Candahar detachment marched 
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under the auſpices of Mercutio, Charles and ſeveral 
Perſian Commanders. of great bravery. 


The inſantry, in two. 8 were led by Mercu- 
tio and Charles, the archers on the wings: Six thous 
ſand cavalry formed the advance, four thouſand on each 
flank, ſeven thouſand more cloſed the rear, and five 
hundred were formed into ten ſcouting Parties, fifty 
men in each, to ſcour the country.

They arrived before Candahar in the night; and 
ſeizing the out guards, ſuddenly and without noiſe, 
ſecured them, and ruſhed into the city pell-mell, before 
the inhabitants or troops of the garriſon were apprized 
of their ſituation, IO 

The ſtreets were inſtantly lined with armed men, the 
keys of the gates were ſecured, a ſtrong guard-environ- 
ed the Governor's palace and treaſury, and the So- 
phr's guards were placed as centinels in every avenue, 


A meſſage was immediately diſpatched to the Go- 
vernor, informing him of the change of affairs, accom- 
panied with a-demand of -the perſon of the Sophi im- 
medliately; to which was added, a threat to put all to 


the ſword, without reſet to age, ſex or denomina- 
tion, in caſe of any heſitation or refuſal. 
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The meſſenger returned in a very ſhort time, with 
an invitation to the commander in chfef, from the So- 
phi, requeſting an interview at the Governor's palace, 


Now there being no ſuch commander, Mercutio 
and Charles inſifted ſtrongly, at firſt, on Kerim's ne- 
phew to appear in that character, as he was comman- 
der in chief of the cavalry ; but this he refuſed, ſo that - 
at length, by the joint ſolicitations of all the reſt of the 
-officers, Mercutio was prevailed on to go. He was 
met at the gate of the palace by Kerim the Governor 
and moſt of the principal men of the province. 


«© Welcome, thrice welcome,” ſaid Kerim, to our 
hero, „my dear friend! My brother! Preſerver of 
my life! Thanks to the eternal Alla for the preſerva- 
tion of my friend. Where are our other friends? Is 
my ſon ſafe?” Our hero, in as conciſe a manner as 

the nature of the ſubject would admit, informed him of 
the lateſt occurrences at Iſpahan; the real ſtate of his

Kerim expreſſed his ſatisfaction in the moſt animated 
language, while the ſtrong expreſtion of his countenance 
diſplayed the grateful ſenſations of his heart. 


The reſt of the principal officers were next ſent for, 
who ſoon appeared before their beloved ſovereign, and 
manifeſted the moſt unſeigned ſatisfaction on his reſtora- 
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tion. They, each in his turn congratulated him on the 
fueceſs of his arms. The Perſian commanders attribut- 
ed the late victory ſolely to the valour and diſcipline of 
the legion of infantry; and aſſured his majeſty that the 
royal cavalry muſt inevitably have been routed, had it 
not been for the judicious diſpoſitions, planned by the 
ſuperior {kill of Auguſtus and his colleagues.

I am anxious to embrace our dear Auguſ- 
tus To fold my dear Abbaſs to this breaſt, in all the 
ecſtacy of parental adection. Come my friends, I am 
conſtrained by the urgency of my alaits, to ſolicit 
Four advice once more, 
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The revolted provinces are at preſent in a ſtate of 


the utmoſt confuſton; order muſt be re-eſtabliſhed be- 


fore we can pretend to fit down ſatisſied. Chorazan is 
at preſent without a Governor, conſequently diſcord, 
cruelty, rapine and oppreſſion reign uncontrouled, the 
reduction of this province to order, demands our fiſt 
and principal attention. 


« Having given me ſuch powerful aſſiſtance you will 
nor, I truſt, deſert me until, we have ſecured the fruit 
of our labours, beyond a poſſibility of its being wreſted 
from our hands; to reſtore peace and its attendent bleſ- 
ſings to my ſubjects, and to prevent the further effuſion 
of blood, is our ultimate with : In order to facilitate 
this ſo deſirable an undertaking, I requeſt your advice; 
as I freely confeſs my ſelf embarraſſed, and much at a 
loſs where to begin.“ : 


Aſter a long conſultation, it was finally determined 
that Azounkar, ſhould march the cavalry under his 
command, with the addition of one thouſand infantry, 
inveſted with all the powers neceſſary to take poſſeſſion 
of the governmental reins, in the room and ſtead of 
the traitor Barbaroſſa, and to proclaim through that 
province free pardon to all ſuch as kad been active in 
the late rebellion, on condition of a peaceable return to 
their reſpective abodes by a certain day, and future 
good behaviour; otherwiſe to be put to death as ſoon 
as found, without ceremony. 
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Order being re-eſtabliſhed in Candahar, Azounkar 
| prepared for his march, and after taking an aſſectionate 
leave of his uncle and his brother officers, who expreſſ- 
ed much regret at parting with him, he being no leſs 
an amiable companion than a valiant commander, he 
marched under a diſcharge of all the ſmall arms.

unreaſonable, unjuſt and ungenerous, all which muſt 
have a tendency to deſtroy his own happineſs.

this granted, it is clear, that no power on earth has 
a right to deprive her of thoſe privileges ſo long as ſhe 
remains virtuous, nor to ſubject her to the will of any 
man, without her own conſent. Would it not be look- 
ed on as a moſt unſufſerable act of tyranny in any prince 
or other ſupreme power, to enact a law ſubjecting the in-

Mould not the whole world combine, and juſtly too, to 
aboliſh ſuch an abonimable edict? And ſhall we, who 

turn with horror from ſuch flagrant injuſtice, with re- 
ſpe to one part of the human ſpecies, under ſanction 
of a law too, ſhall we, I ſay, exerciſe a far more tyran- 
nical ſway over the other, and that the moſt beautiful 
and defenceleſs part, and which, if treated with ten- 
derneſs and juſtice, is capable of aſording us more 
pleaſure than all the reſt of the creation put together?

The night being far advanced, they retired to reſt, 
promiſing themſelv es ne of ſatisfaction the en- 
ſumg day.

ee Tf neither of the Engliſh ladies c. can be prevailed 
on to accept ſuch otters as I am ready to make, J will 
ſend them away and in purſuance of your advice, 
will look out for a female of an honorable family, 
with whom I may hope for that happineſs which Ages 
have aſſurred me is to be found, 3 in the * alt 
Lions of one only.“ 


Mercutio felt a ſtrong inclination to converſe with 
his fair country-women : He communicated his de- 
fire to Kerim, who immediately gave orders to an 
Eunuch to conduct them to a private apartment, for 
that purpoſe: His order was inſtantly obeyed, and 
our hero flew on the wings of curioſity to meet them.

At length, however, it pleaſed God to call my 
good aunt from this ſtage of care and anxiety ; by which, 
much regretted circumſtance, T became poſſeſſed of. ſe- 
ven thouſand pounds in the funds, and an annuity of 
three hundred per annum. 


« Aﬀew months after my aunt's deceaſe, my papa 
Having occaſion to tranſa& ſome aſſairs in Holland, 
where his immediate preſence was abſolutely neceſſa- 
ry, he left me to chooſe whether I would go and reſide 
with a diſtant relation in Briſtol, or accompany him 
in his voyage. I choſe the latter without heſitation. 


* In Amſterdam I formedan acquaintance with my 
companion, which ſoon ripened into a reciprocal friend- 


ſhip that has been gaining ſtrength every day ſince. 


e My papa, well acquainted with her brother, Mr. 
Wilcox, took ſodgings in his houſe, where, after having 
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ſettled his aairs, to my unſpeakable grief, he was at- 
tacked by a malignant fever and kind of influenza, 
which in the courſe of ſix weeks made me fatherleſs. 


&« In the early part of his illnefs, he made his will, 
appointing Mr. Wilcox his principal executor, and be- 
ſides conſtituting him his ſpecial attorney, to recover 
ſeveral rents and ſums of money not diſpoſed of by will. 


« remained with Miſs Wilcox and brother,. who 
were in expectation of the arrival of their parents in 
Holland, when they intended to embark for England, 
whither I expeCted to accompany them; but an unfor-

re Tt is now about a year fince, a young gentleman, 
a native of Scotland, named Cameron, arrived in Am- 
Kerdam, and took lodgings in the houſe adjoining ours. 


4 As Mr. Cameron and my brother were engaged 
in the ſame line of buſineſs, they ſoon contracted an 
intimacy ; Mr. Cameron frequented our houſe on the 
footing of my brother's boſom friend, and as ſuch T 
regarded him. He had not been more than two montl.s 
when he gave me to underſtand that I was not indif- 
ferent to him; he took every convenient opportunity 
to convince me of the ſincerity of his profeſſions ;

« We at length conſented, embarked and ſailed.

On reruſng the bond, Mr. Wilcox diſcorered his 
kind hoſt to be a certain Aaron Levi, an eminent Jew- 
1th merchar at, with whom be formerly had exten- 
Lre dealings , and for whom he had once, not only ne- 
gociated a difficult piece of buſineſs, but alſo ad- 
vanced a very conſiderable ſum of money for him, 
which prevented the inflitution of a troubleſome, 
if not ruinous lawſuit. 


Levi's conduct on this occaſion deſerves our warm- 
e approbation, and his manner of performing this diſ- 
intereſted action, enhanced the value of the favor in a : 
ten fold degree. | | 


The whole company expreſſed their ſenſe of the obli- 
gation in the moſt ardent terms : Levi, however, 
ſeemed ſomewhat diſtreſſed with their acknowledgments, 
intreated them to deſiſt, adding, that he had but diſcharg- 
ed a debt long and lawfully due to Mr. Wilcox, and 
which he had long ſince wiſhed for an opportunity of 
paying. Mr. Wilcox then executed the bond, and 
Levi continued: „ You muſt unavolcably remain here 
ſome weeks. My houſe you ſee is large and commodi- 
ous, and you are welcome to make your home here 
until you have an opportunity of {ailing for Holland ; 
in the mean time, I inſiſt on your acce;:ting what money 
will be neceſſary to defray your ex; ences, as I have 
enough of it, and you ſhall T artake ot it to the lad cucat.? 
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Wichout giving time ſor a reply, Le deſired the men 
to ſtep aſide with him a few minutes. He then con- 
cudded them to another apartment, where he furniſhed 
tem with money, and gave them every neceſſary in- 
ſtruclion with regard to clothes, and other neceſſaries— 
leit them full of grateful acknowleigments, requeſting 
tiem to excuſe him, as he had buſineſs of moment te 
tranſad that evening. 5 


By the timely aſſiſtance of Levi, theſe peonle, who 
but a few hours before, re luced to a ſtuation fimilar to 
the barbarouſly- treated Africans, having been exp oſed 
as objects of traſſic, were now in the ſull enjoyment of 
perſonal freedom, together with the means of procuring 
the neceſſaries and even luxuries of life. 


In this deGrable ſituation we will leave them, while 
we take a view of that of Mr. Cameron, who was land- 
el a priſoner in Conſtantinople, the ſecond day after 
the foregoing favorable change in their atlairs tock | lace.

George Wright happened to be ſtan ling at the very 
ſ.ot where Mr. Cameron and ſeveral cthers were 
brouglit on ſliore, an inftantly perceiving they were in 
tie {ame pre licament in which he and his companions 
hal ſo lately been, ſurveyel them with the moſt earneſt 
attention. The Turk ſ. oke to ti em in broken Englith, 
and George, anxious to hear the ſubject of his diſcourſe, 
advance] near enough to underſtand that he was treat- 
ing with a young man (Cameron) about Eis ranſom. 
The latter req ueſte] permiſſion to write to his frien.'s in 
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England; and to remain unſold at Conſtantinople, un- 
til the money ſhould arrive 5 and aſſured the Turk he 
ſhould then have his full demand, which, by the bye was 
no leſs than ſeven thouſand crowns : The Pirate ap- 
Feared willing to agree, if any perſon could be found 
who would enſure the conveyance of the letter; but this 
he very much doubted. 

George, finding the buſineſs thus intereſting, drew 
near, and entered into diſcourſe with the young man, 
who was glad to hear the voice of an Engliſhman there, 
and at liberty; earneſtly intreated his advice and afhſt- 
ance ; and told him the name of a nobleman to whom 
he intended to apply for the ſtipulated ſum, as he was a 
relation to whom he was well known, and on whom he 
could confident] y . for relief. 


George ꝓromiſed him all rofible aſſiſtance, and ſug- 
reſted, as the moſt probable method to expedite the 
buſineſs propoſed, the propriety of an application to the 
Britiſh Conſul; ſeliciting his athſtance in the matter. 
Cameron approved the prop oſal, and George having:

ſubjoined the ground of his expectations in England, 
and laſtly, requeſted his direction and aſſiſtance to- 
procure the much deſired relief, without delay or diſap- 
Pointment. 
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Having ſealed this, he delivered it to George, who 
immediately ſet out, reſolving to execute his corre on

'The Conſul, after peruſing the letter, deſired to fee 
the bearer, who was inſtantly admitted.

preliminary queſtions concerning the writer of the letter 
heenquired how long he himſelf had been 1 in e 
tinople?

- George ſatisfied him in all his interrogatories; but 
when he began to preſs him for an anſwer to the letter, 
ke deſired him to fit down and inform him in what part 
of the city he had left the author of the letter, adding 
that he had a. deſire to ſee him, and would attend him 
to the ſpot, was he not prevented by the gout: At all 
events (ſaid he) I will diſpatch a ſervant with a meſſage 
to his owner, which will probably procure. _ NES ty 
bor ſome t time at leaſt. 


Gearge a carrying the meſſage himſelf, which: 
the Conſul did not oppoſe ; but immediately writing & 
ſmall note, delivered it to him, when he ſet out, and ina 
| ſhort time put it into the hands of the Renegado, who | 
peruſed the + billet; and turning to a Mooriſh boy, 
whiſpered ſomething in his ear, who inſtantly diſap- 
peared. The Pirate then entered a kvuſe near the 
water-ſide, followed by George and Mr. Cameron, 
where they had not remained long, before the boy re- 8 
ure witn a bundle, whish his maſler ordered him to 
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deliver to Mr. Cameron. It contained the beſt ſuit of 

his wearing apparel. The Pirate alſo returned him 
his gold watch, and purſe containing about thirty-five 
guineas. Mr. Cameron withdrew to another apart- 
ment, and having changed his habit, was at liberty tor 
attend George to the Cenſul's houſe. 


The Conſul gave them a cordial reception his con- 
deſcenſion appeared remarkable to them both, as they 
were not able to conjecture the cauſe; the ſequel, how- 
ever, will ſolve this apparent paradox: 


Mr. Cameron's mother, poſſeſſed of beauty, birth 
and fortune, to which raay be added, wit, virtue and 
diſcretion, took the liberty at the age of twenty years

As if actuated by one ſoul, the Conſul and his happy 


nephew roſe at one inſtant, and advancing eagerly, ex- 


changed the warmeſt embraces. «© My dear nephew,” 
faid the former, „though I fincerely ſym pathize in 
your misfoftunes-; yet, as I have it in my power ts 
procure your freedom immediately, and have the plea- 
{ure of ſeeing you in perfect health, I feel a ſuperior 
degree of ſatisfaction, in this providential opportunity 
of teſtifying at once my tendereſt regard to my ſiſler, by 
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mManiſeſting the moſt diſintereſted eſteem for her ſon, 294 
the pureſt fraternal regard to my beloved brother, 
whom I know you are moſt dear.” 


Mr. Cameron was overwhelmed with joy, gratitude 
and amazement, and after giving vent to the enthuſt- . 
allic elluſions of his heart, gently upbraided George, for 
not apprizing him of the ſcene he was to expect.

Wilcox fortunately took his quarters at the identical 
cute where Mr. Cameron was lying fick. As all the 


Eaſtern languages, by his long intercourſe with the 


natives, had become as habitual to him as his own, he 
diſcourſed with eaſe in any of tem. His firſt enquiry 
after his arrival, was for a veſſel bound to Confſlantino- 
ple. He was informed, there was but one, and that 
was to remain ſome time, to wait * a gentleman who 


was lying there ſick, 
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This information naturally led to an enquiry of 


where he came from? whither he was bound? and what 
his complaint was? To the firſt of theſe queſtions only, 
he received a ſatisfactory anſwer, and being informed 
he was not a Muſſelman, expreſſed æ deſire to ſee him. 
He was aecordingly conducted to his apartment, where 
he found him in a very languid flate: His good conſti- 


tution had conquered the malady, and all that was then 
neceffary, was ſome powerful reftoratives to . | 


him in his. ufual vigour. 


The Captain, at a very great exp enee and much en- 


weaty, procured ſome wine—fowls were plenty, and 


he kindly undertook the office of purveyor, cook and 
nurſe ; and by his kind attention, with the aſſiſtance 
of heaven, Mr. Cameron was in a few days able to 
walk out with him. It was not 1ill'then, that Captain 
Wilcox attempted to hold any converſation with his 
patient, except ſuch asimmediately related to his health. 


One fine day, the Captain prepoſed going on board 


the veſſel, which lay at anchor about a quarter of a 


mile from the ſhore. Cameron aſſented, and they im- 
mediately ſet out. In the courſe of this day's conver- 
kation, they became mutually known to each other. 
Mr. Cameron diſcloſed circumſtantially, every thing;

well know if ſhe is not recovered ſoon, the, remem- 
brance of her loſs will plant a dagger in the heart of my 
mother; but as I am convinced your intentions with: 
regard to her, were ftricily honorable, I aſſure you of 
my forgiveneſs and ſriendſhip; and if ſhe is irrecovera- 
| bly gone, we muſt endeavor to ſuſlain the ſhock with 
firmneſs, and conſole ourſelves with the. reflection that 
our virtuous intentions ſar exceeded our foreſight. Bus 
ſince fortune has brought us together, and you give me 
ſuch pleaſing aſſurances of the proſperous ſituation of 
our friends in Conſtantinople, I am determined to ac- 
company vou to Iſf ahan; as it is but very lately I left 
tat city, I expect to find ſome friends who will gladly: 
alſiſt us in our reſearch.” 

Mr. Cameron was quite overwhelmed with the con- 
tinue] kindneſs and generoſity ; and his offer of accom- 
panying, a: fordel him the moſt genuine ſatisfaction: . 
His kealth being firmly eſtabliſhed, they ſet out for Ar- 
devil, three hundred and thirty-three miles from Iſfaban, 
nearly the centre between the places of departure and 


deſt ination.. 


Juſt before their departure, Captain Wilcox learnt. 
of the hoſt, that according to his deſcription, the ob- 
ja&s of their purſuit had lodged there, on their way to 
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Arevil, and that the ladies ſeemed in great diſtreſs 
having never laid down, bat walke! backwards and ſor- 


wars the whole night, crying and ſobbing moſt bitterly. 


In conſequence of this intelligence, they reſolved to 
loſe no time; and therefore preſſed forward with more 
than ordinary ſj eed. One fine evening, the moon riſing

The day preceding that fixed on for their departure:

A private door opened, and le inſtantly 
diſa, neared : Mercutio aroſe to intercept him but he 
Was gone, and che door ſhut withaſoring.

Abbaſs, firſt refuming the converſation, informed 
them, that his father had apprized him of his intention 
in the morning, aſſigning the ſame reaſon he had hinted 
to them a few minutes paſt 3 and added, that he had 
obtained his permiſſion to accompany them to the Caſ- 
pian ſea, # I have, (ſaid he) repeatedly preſſed my 
father for leave to accompany you to England ; but his 
anſwer was uniformly this, that the loſs of you would 
moſt ſenlibly afflict him—and if I ſhould go, there 
would remain no manner of conſolation for him—his 
palace would become a priſon, and his gardens deſerts : 
In ſhort, every ſurrcunting object would awaken the 
painful reſſection of pleaſures, which were never to re- 
turn, which he was ſure would ſoon put a period to his 
exiſtence. © For theſe reaſons, my ſon,” he would add, 
your requeſt cannot at preſent be granteI—but it is 
 poihbie, that time may in ſome meature reconcile me 
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to my fate -en I ſhall hear of their being ſafely ſettled 
in their native country and when I am ſure of your 
having {ſuch a company of honorable frien::s to receive 
and welcome you in Euro; e, I will not witkheld my 
conſent : In the mean time, my Abbaſs, be content. 
To tell you how ardently I love you—how near your 
intereſt and your pleaſures concern me, would be a 
waſte of time and language. I ſhall take my final leave 
of them this night ſuddenly : They may (but they 
know me well) ſuppoſe my behavior on the occa- 
ſion rather abrupt, and my reaſon for giving you theſe 
hints, is in order that you may explain and place the 
matter in ſuch a point of view as may remove every 
doubt of the continuance of that unſhaken regard which 
1 had and co ſtill retain for them.“ 


The night being far advanced, they retired to reſt 
for the laſt time under the roof of the more than ho{;:ita- 
ble monarch of Perſſia—while Abbaſs went to iſſue 
the necefſary and ſpecial orcers for the early attend- 
Ance of the guards, &c. 5 


Before the Oriental beams had gladdened their hori- 
zon, Mercutio and his friends aroſe ; but found the 
vigilant, and no leſs afteaionate Abbaſs at the gate. 
A troop of one hundred horſe waited to eſcort them, 
while two camels bent beneath the weight of the 
Sophi's bounty. 
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Every thing in ſuch a ſtate of forwardneſs, they 
were rea iy by the time the {un aypearel above the 
horizon, to ſet out. Abbaſs, in all the magnificence 
ol an Eaſtern Prince, was the foremoſt to aſſiſt Iſabella 
in mounting; while tears of the moſt ſincere regard be- 
dewed the threſhold of the palace as they iſfued forth.

The weather being uncommonly Gne, the journey to 
the ſea ſide was remarkably pleaſant 3 and no diſagree- 
Ple incident intervened, to interrupt their ſpeed or damp 
their cheerfulneſs.

«© P. S. Abbaſs fails with us to Aſtracan— no farther. 


The foregoing was ſigned by them all; and it way 
not till that moment that Abbaſs conceived the idea of 
accompanying them to A ſtracan, which afforded them 
much ſatisfaction; and having ſealed and diſſ atched 
the letter, Abbaſs took a few guards on board, and 
gave orders for the reſt to remain on the ot until his 
return, the anchor was immediately weighe1, and the 
fails expan led to a proſperous breeze: The elaſtic oars 
quickly encreaſe the velocity of the galley, fo that 
they performed tlie voyage in a ſhort time. 


They lay before Aftracan forty-eight hours, in which 
time, Abbaſs engaged a light veſſel to tranſport him 
back. His vivacity, however, forſook him, as the time 
of ſeparation approache ], and a vilible alteration took 
place in the appearance of the whole company. How- 
ever, part they muſt, and all defcription' would fall in- 
finitely ſhort of its intended purpoſe, in attempting the 
ſcene that took place on the occaſion ſuffice it to ſay, 
they parted with much regret on both ſides, and failed 
in different directions in the {ame inſtant .. And 
now leaving them on tkeir paſſage, we will enquite 
into the fate of Captain Wilcox and Mr. Cameron. 
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ney were on their examination at the very inſtant in 
which Abbaſs arrived. Captain Wilcox's narration 
procured them not only an honorable releaſe, but the 
kindeſt treatment. Nothing could exceed the joy of 
Mr. Cameron and his fellow traveller, when the Sephi 
informed them of the ſafety and unblemiſhed virtue of 
the two ladies. They reſolved to exert all their dili- 
gence to overtake Mercutio and his friends; and, if 
poſſible, perſuade them to repair with them to Conſtan- 
tinople, and there embark for England, in company 
with Mr. Wilcox and the reſt of his friends. They

Being convinced of the propriety of purſuing this 
advice, and the Sophi having read the letter rom Mer- 
cutio, reſolved to write an anſwer, and commit it to the 
care of Car tain Wilcox. Abhbaſs alfo, proud of ſuch 
an opportunity, determined to follow the example of 
his father, in tranſmitting to his belove! tutor and 
friends, a written teſtimony of his eſteem. This one, 
the Sorhi ordered two excellent horſes to be com, lete- 


ly equipje.!, inſtead of their own, which were taken 
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from them at Caſbin; and at parting, forced each of 
them, notwithſtan ing reiterate] reffals, to acce t a 
large ſum of money, which, he jocoſely ſaid, was but 


juſtly due for falſe impriſonment. 


They reached Conſtentinonle without any interrup- 
tion, and found their friends in high health their ſirits 
were greatly exhilerate j on ſeeing Ca; tain Wilcox once 
more; and when they heard of the ſafety of the young 
ladies, their joy was complete. - 


There being nothing now to detain them in Conſtan- 
tinople, but the want of a veſſel to tranſgort them, they 
began to arrange matters for their departure. Mr. Ca- 
meron waited on his uncle as ſoon as he arrived, and 
gave a full relation of his good fortune; and as he had 
not the leaſt cauſe to loubt of obtaining the approbation 
of all Mr. Wilcox's family to his marriage with the 
object of his wiſhes, he informed his uncle. of his reſo- 
lution to accompany them to Holland, and from thence 
to England. 


The Conſul being determined to ſecure his kinſman's 
happinels, if polſible, before they de arte i, ſent a very” 
polite invitation to Mr. an] Mrs. Wilcox, together 
with all their frien ls, requeſting their company the next 
day. They waited on him accordingly, when he tcok 
the opportunity of heartily congratulating Mr. Wilcox 
an la y on the recovery of their fon and daughter, in 
«oing which, he cally diſcoverec, that Mr. Cameron 
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ſtool on firm ground. He therefore hinted the ſubje8 
to Mr. Wilcox a art, whoaſſured him, he knew of no 
obſtacle between Mr. Cameron and his daughter, pro- 
vided ſhe had not changed her mind. | 


This benevolent man then informed them, that he had 
Not been altogether in liderent to their intereſts ; but

mean of en:.caring Mr. Cameron ſtill more to the only 
family in the world to which he moſt ardently withed 
to be united. 


The expected ſhip at length arrived, and Captain 
Wilcox having engaged ſix additional hands, went on 
board to put all things in failing order. "This being 
completed, the Conſul furniſhed him with a Mediter- 
ranean paſs, and then accompanied all hands on board. 
Here he preſented his nephew with bills on London 
for fifteen thouſand pounds, which, he ſaid, were for his 
nuptial expences: Then, taking an affectionate fare- 
well of them all, and withing them a good voyage, 
returned on ſhore, while our voyagers invoked the bleſ- 
ſings of heaven for their beloved, benevolent benefactor. 


As no material occurrence happened to interrupt - 
their voyage or tranquillity, we will leave them witkour 
the Streiglits of Gibraltar, and follow our hero through.

Mercutio propoſel 
Inviting him toſup with them one night, which was 
agreed to, as they all poſſeſſed a curioſity to know 
ſomething of his real character, for they did not be- 
lieve hi fo be a Ruſſian. 


He accepted the invitation. The la lies retire] ſoon 
alter ſupper, an the glais circulated pretty freely: 
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They had hitherto never been able to procure an anſwer 
to any queſtion but through the medium of his Dutch 
houſe - keeper, or by an aſſenting nod. Mercutio, how- 
ever, finding his uſual gravity conſiderably relaxed, 
addrefling him in French, aſked him whether he was 
really what he pretended to be, a Ruſſian. His anſwer, 
in a very good ſtyle of French, was a negative; and 
after various turns of converſation, and a few additional 
bumpers of claret, he freely avowed himſelf an Engliſh» 
man. On being aſked the reaſon of his making choice 
of ſuch a place and employment, ſecluded from the 
company of every perſon who could diſcourſe with him 
in his own language; and contrary to the inclinations 
of mankind in general, to conform to the language, 
zuſtoms, and even dreſs of a foreign nation, in every 
reſpect totally different from his own ? He hinted that 
every nation in the world, had it its own peculiarities, 
pleaſures and inconventencies. : That he was as com-
